Rome  results!  of  the  Ijivmen’s  Mis- 
, sionnry  Movement  in  Flnt  River  Asso- 
ciation, N.  C,  njs  reported  by  Pres.  Ilob- 
good,  Oxford,  N.  C. 

Four  of  the; members,  together  with 
Pastor  Ihinawajv,  of  the  Oxford  Church, 
attended  the  Laymen's  Convention  in 
Greensboro,  N.  l\,  and  caught  something 
of  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  of  that 
great  meeting.;  On  their  return  home 
these  laymen  addressed  the  Oxford 
Qinrch,  which  promptly  increased  its 
pledge  to  foreign  missions  to  $500.  This 
sum  was  subsequently  increased  to  $600 
and  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  nt  Rich 
mond  at  our  request  selected  Rev.  Chas. 
S.  1 conard  of  Rtatesvil^*,  N.  C.,  as  our 
missionary  to  C|iina.  This  well  equipped 
brother  visited  us  a few  Rnndays  «go, 
preached  for  us  and  won  nil  hearts.  We 
have  undertaken  his  support  nnd  the 
task  will  not  be  burdensome  tor  the 
church  reported  to  the  last  session  of 
the  association  n*  having  paid  $576. 

The  following  figures  are  interesting: 

In  1908  09  the  Oxford  Church  gave  to 
foreign  missions  $197,  to  home  missions 
$158.30,  to  Rtntfl  missions  $145.  In  1909- 
10  the  last  nssoeintional  year  the  figures 
are  foreign  missions  $576.  Rtate  mis- 
sions $275,  home  missions  8221.13. 

Three  of  these  lnymcjt  visited  fonr  or 
five  country  ch|irehes,  made  addresses 
nnd  helped  tho  churches  to  organize 
their  work.

All  who  read  know  that  for  years  the 
voice  of  the  press  ha  ben  for  practical 
instead  of  doctrinal  preaching.  Good 
deeds  have  been  sl'essed  as  of  more 
importance  than  solind  faith.  Conse- 
quently the  preaching  has  been  mostly 
along  that  line  untfl  the  rising  genera- 
tion is  woefully  ignorant  of  sound  doc 
trine,  and  many  of  wiose  preachers  who 
dared  to  breast  tha  tide  have  found 
themselves  discounted  or  laid  on  the 
shelf  as  not  wantel.  Give  us  a doctri- 
nal pres  and  doctibial  preaching  will 
follow. 

■ But  let  us  turn  t|  the  subject  given: 
r*‘The  importance  cf  Doctrinal  Preach 
ing.”  The  first  thifg.  needed  to  realize 
the  importance  of  I such  preaching  is 
to  thoroughly  understand  the  meaning 
of  the  word  “doctHnnl.”  We  often  use 
words  which  sountj  “important”  with 
out  really  • comprehending  their  force 
and  meaning,  and  fit  is  often  so  with 
those  who. use  the  word  doctrinal.  They 
use  the  word  and  nr  that  reason  think 
they  have  preaehedna  great  sermon.  The 
Greek  word  for  doltrine  simply  means 
teaching,  or  the  tiing  taught,  conse- 
quently "doctrinallpreaching”  is  sim- 
ply teaching  preaming.  In  Matthew 
15:9  we  have  the  statement,  “In  vain 
they  do  worship  n®.  teaching  for  doc 
trines  the  commimdments  of  men.” 
The  Greek  words  uaed  in  that  statemen, 
are  practicaly  the  |me  for  “teaching” 
and  “doctrine” — ole  is  “didaskontes,” 
a verb,  and  the  otljfer  is  “didaskalias.”

acceptance  or  belief.  Specially  (1).  A 
particular  view  of  a subject;  that  which 
is  held  to  be  true  by  any  person,  sect, 
or  school  of  belief;  a tenet  or  body  of 
tenets”,  etc.  (Standard  Dictionary). 

From  this  we  can  see  that  preacumg 
on  any  subject,  if  expository,  is  doc 
trinal  preaching  on  that  subject. 

But,  ns  thought  of  by  the  masses, 
“doctrinal  preaching”  is  argumentative 
preaching  on  controverted  points,  or 
points  of  difference  between  the  church 
represented  by  the  preacher  and  other 
churches  or  denominations.  This,  I take 
it,  was  what  was  in  the -mind  of  him 
who  asked  me  to  write.  I suppose  this 
because  there  is  a widespread  impres 
sion  that  such  preaching  is  now  greatly 
neglected  nnd  seriously  needed.  There 
is  beginning  to  be  felt  among  us  a real 
necessity  for  the  re  setting,  re-empha- 
sizing. and  the.  re-arguing  of  all  of  the 
special  doctrines  that  distinguish  Bap- 
tists from  other  people.  In  fact  there 
is  a growing  consciousness  among  us 
that  the  almost  total  abstience  from 
snch  preaching  for  the  past  generation 
has  filled  the  Baptist  churches  with 
many  who  do  not  know  why  they  are 
Baptists,  consequently  do  not  know 
what  we  believe  was  “the  faith  once 
delivered  to  the  saints” — Jude  3.  This 
growing  consciousness  is  a good  sign, 
for  all  know  that  a doctrineless  people 
is  a weak,  backbonelcss  people,  wholly 
disqualified  and  unable  to  “earnestly 
contend  for  the  faith  which  was  once 
delivered  to  the  saints,”  as  we  are  en- 
joined to  do.  That  which  made  mcr^ 
nnd  women  so  love  God  as  to  die  for 
their  faith  was  not  soft,  platitudionous 
preaching  about  religions  things  gen- 
erally approved,  but  clear,  expositor)' 
preaching  on  points  of  doctrine  which 
distinguished  what  wns  held  to  be  truth 
from  error.  Backbone  is  produced  by 
faith,  distinguishing  faith,  and  not  by 
platitudes. 

For  a generation  now  almost  all  of 
the  preaching  has  been  along  the  lines 
of  education,  issions,  charities,  and 
other  benevolences — things  approved 
by  all.  This  was  seemingly  the  thing 
needed  when  it  was  begun  because  the 
people  at  that  time  had  been  indoctri-J 
nated  to  the  neglect  of  the  practical 
side  of  Christianity.  They  were  doc 
trinal  giants  and  practically  undevelop- 
ed babes,  therefore  were  hungry  for 
things  praetical  and  the  tide  of  practi- 
cal preaching  began  itnd  flowed  on. 
broadening  ahd  shallowing  until  now 
the  people  are  surfeited  with  platitudii 
nous  utterances  on  practical  lines  and 
feel  their  need  of  strong  doctrines  on 
which  to  stand.  Many  are  really  hun- 
gry for  “doctrinal  preaching”  because 
they  see  that  the  lack  of  it  has  been 
the  cause  of  this  generation  becoming 
more  and  more  ignorant  of  the  real 
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doctrines  of  the  word  of  God,  and  has 
paved  the  way  for  the  influx  of  many 
hurtful  heresies.  Without  the  least  re- 
flection on  anybody,  it  may  be  said  that 
ignorance  of  the  real  truth  is  the  open 
door  for  hurtful  error.  By  that  door 
false  teachers  bring  in  “damnable  here- 
sies,” and  “many  follow  their  perni 
cious  ways.” — II.  Pet.  2:1,  2.  It  is  a 
fearful  thing  for  a people  to  be  doc 
trinally  strong  and  practically  undevel- 
oped, but  it  is  a woeful  thing  for  people 
to  be  practically  strong  but  doctrinally 
ignoranti  for  such  can  be  “carried  about 
by  every  wind  of  doctrine.” — Eph.  4:14. 
Unless  we  begin  now  to  preach  more 
along  the  old  lines  of  strong  doctrine 
the  next  generation  will  be  doctrinally, 
like  jelly-fish,  ready  to  fit  into  any  hole 
or  crevice  that  seems  most  pleasant  re 
gardless  of  the  truth.  The  fact  is,  we 
have  preached  on  things  practical  and 
commonplace  until  the  people  are  glut- 
ted with  platitudinous  practicalities  and 
are  ready  to  listen  to  almost  any  man 
who  can  present  some  doctrine  for 
thought  food,  and  thus  hurtful  errors 
are  creeping  in  among  us.  Self-defense 
demands  that  we  re-set,  re-emphasize, 
re-argue  and  re-proclaim  all  of  the  doe 
trines  of  Christ,  as  held  by  ns  as  a 
people.  We  are  criminal  if  we  allow 
the  people  to  grow  up  under  our  min- 
istry ignorant  of  the  truth  so  that  they 
cannot  distinguish  between  truth  and 
error.  The  preacher  is  “he  watchman 
on  the  wall”  and  is  responsible  to  God 
for  the  blood  of  the  people  to  extent 
of  fully  declaring  the  whole  counsel  of 
God.  Paul  taught  this  when  he  said,  “I 
am  pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men,  for 
I have  not  shunned  to  declare  unto  you 
all  the  counsel  of  God.” — Acts  20:2G, 
27.  We  must  declare  “all  of  the  coun- 
sel of  God”  or  be  blood  guilty  before 
God  in  our  account  for  those  who,  un 
der  our  preaching,  grow  up  in  doctrinal 
ignorance  and  die  in  error.  Oh  the  im- 
portance of  doctrinal  preaching  as  we 
think  of  those  who  are,  in  a sense,  de- 
pendent upon  us  for  a forceful  exposi- 
tion of  the  truth!  But  enough,  more 
shall  follow.

Few  things.  In  all  probability, 
would  more  surprise  the  targe  num- 
ber of  Americans  who  think  they 
have  reason  to  know  s little  of  the 
republic  directly  to  our  southward 
than  to  be  made  aware  of  the  esti- 
mation In  which  they  are  actually 
held  by  Its  Inhabitants. 

Except  In  respect  to  things  po- 
litics] or  picturesque,  It  may  as  well 
be  admitted  that  our  own  attltuds 
toward  Mexico  la.  for  the  most  parr, 
one  of  condescenafon  verging  upon 
mild  contempt  We  may,  perhaps, 
find  a certain  Interest  In  the  fact 
that  It  la  altogether  reciprocal.  Nor 
can  we  put  It  off  with  the  thought 
that  any  criticism  or  disapproval 
meted  out  to  ourselves  Is  due  to 
Jealousy.  Jealousy  would  be  so  dis- 
proportionate as  to  be  absurd.  To 
give  It  any  reason  for  existence 
would  seem  to  require  at  least  some 
slight  similarity  In  genius,  propor- 
tions and  alms.  Envy  might  be 
probable,  but  not  Jealousy.  And  It 
la  doubtful  If  the  former  eentlment 
to  any  extent  obtains.  There  Is.  In- 
deed. a strong  general  feeling  of 
reeentment  against  our  encroach- 
ments In  the  financial  world,  a fear 
lest  they  may  end  In  an  annexation 
to  which  a wholly  alien  and  In- 
tensely patriotic  people  would  be 
Mtterly  opposed;  but  thla  may  bo 
looked  upon  as  one  of  those  politi- 
cal sentiments  having  little  or  noth- 
ing to  do  with  personal  relations 
or  estimates. 

The  Mexican  la  sufficiently  gen- 
erous and  sufficiently  the  creature 
of  emotions  to  be  able  to  admire 
even  the  members  of  a raoe  wuicn 
has  already  taken  from  him,  under 
pretext,  much  of  hla  northern  ter- 
ritory; which  has  upon  Ita  records 
the  unlovely  Incident  of  the  storm- 
ing of  Chapultepec,  defended  by 
young  boys;  which  Is  dally  obtain- 
ing a stronger  and  stronger  foot- 
hold by  methods  not  always  ethical- 
ly admirable,  and  whose  one  dra- 
matically magnanimous  act — forcing 
the  recall  of  Maximilian — was  act- 
uated, like  moet  of  the  altruism  of 
states,  by  very  self- regarding  mo- 
tives.
